I have  the  honour  to  submit  nv  tenth  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 

1939. 


By  reason  of  the  War  this  report  is  an  epitome  of  the 
year’s  work  and  in  view  of  the  Increasing  pressure  of  work  and 
the  need  for  strict  economy  in  the  use  of  paper,  the  Ministry 
of  Health  have  indicated  by  Circular  2067,  dated  the  19th  July, 
1940,  that  the  report  may  be  typewritten  and  should  be  confined 
to  essential  and  urgent  natters  which  have  affected  the  public 
health  dur  I ng  t he  ye  ar  . 

No  statistics  are  presented  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
the  population  figure  is  not  available.  Such  statistics  would, 
in  any  case,  be  of  doubtful  value  by  reason  of  adjustments  In  the 
population  figure  owing  to  evacuation  and  the  number  of  men  drafted 
to  t he  f Ig ht ing  s er vi cos. 

No  important  fe  tures  have  arisen  during  the  year, 
neither  was  there  any  undue  incidence  of  infectious  disease. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  became  notifiable  by  an  order  dated 
23rd  October,  1939,  but  there  wore  very  few  cases  notified  up  to 
the  end  of  the  year. 

A considerable  amount  of  v ork  under  the  Housing  Acts 
has  been  postponed  as  a result  of  Circular  1866,  dated  the  8th 
September,  1939,  stating  that  in  view  of  the  outbreak  of  War 
the  Ministry  had  directed  the  curtailment  of  new  Housing  Schemes 
etc.  After  this  date,  therefore,  the  Housing  Representations 
were  limited  to  the  extent  of  the  occupation  of  '’re-lets’1  and 
bungalows  on  the  old  King  Street  Area  site. 

The  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  whereby  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  ceases  to  bo  the  authority  for  the  administration 
of  this  Act  within  the  Borough  cane  operative  as  from  1st  October, 
1939.  Further  details  will  be  made  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

Your  Medical  Officer  is  the  Honorary  Controlling 
Officer  of  the  Casualty  Services  for  the  Keighley,  Bingley,  Shipley 
and  Denholme  Joint  Area  and  Chairman  of.  tho  local  Committee  of  the 
Civil  Nursing  Reserve.  The  Department  is  responsible  for  tho 
Decontamination  of  Foodstuffs,  the  Issue  of  Babies’  Anti-Gas 
Helmets,  it  has  the  A. R .P .Mortuary  unde r its  control  and  has 
established  the  Casualty  Information  Bureau. 

Every  ne .,r  of  the  staff  has  volunteered  for  some 
form  of  National  Service. 


Throughout  the  town  there  was  a very  considerable 
improvement  in  trade  as  it  affected  the  principal  Industries.

171  premises  have  boon  registered  under  Section  14  of  tho 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  as  places  in  which  food  is  manufactured,  sold  or 
stored  for  the  purpose  of  sale. 

G8  applications  for  the  registration  of  unsatisfactory 
premises  were  received.  The  applicants , end  if  necessary,  the  owners, 
wore  notified  that  registration  would  not  bo  made  until  they  complied 
with  standards  specified  under  the  Act.  2 applications  were  withdrawn, 

2 applicants  wore  invited  to  : ppear  before  tho  Committee 

to  show  cause  why  registration  ought  not  to  be  refused.  One  applicant 
thereupon  withdrew  his  application  and  in  tho  other  case  registration 
was  granted  subject  to  compliance  with  the  Act.
